The populists refused to enter- 
tain any of these propositions for the rea- 
on that, as the democrats controlled the 
senate, the thing they most desired, the pass- 
age of their bill through both branches of 
the legislature, the republicans could not 
give them. 

The democrats offered the speakership 
to the populists, the other offices to be di- 
vided between the two parties, and to pass 
a certain measure in which the populists 
are interested through both houses. In 
return the populists agreed to stand by the 
democrats on all political questions and the 
senatorship.- 

When the house met this afternoon the 
assembly hall was packed to suffocation. 
Every democrat but the sick member, 
Davidson, was present, also all republicans 
and populists. Watkins, populist, who had 
been put in by the republi- 
can minority as temporary speak- 
er, occupied the chair. The republi- 
cans knew something was going to happen, 
but didn’t know exactly what. 15 

Monteith, a republican, immediately mov- 
ed: to adjourn until 9 o’clock p. m. This 
was done to test the strength of the demo- 
crats and also because the certificate of 
Leech, republican contestant from Cho- 
teau county, was supposed to be on its way 
here and would arrive about 7 o’clock p. m.

A Terrible Scourge. 

The spread of typhus fever in New 
York and its ravages in St. Louis assume 
additional interest and importance in the 
light of recent Mexican advices. 

It seems that typhus is epidemic in 
most of the cities of Mexico, and the mor- 
tality is from 15 to 25 per cent. The 
wealthy classes suffer equally with the 
poor, and many physidians have died. 

This scourge was introduced into New 
York by Russian immigrants, and it is 
likely that some of them carried it to 
St. Louis. Its outbreak in Mexico is not 
accounted for. With such a pestilence 
established in three centers of our conti- 
nent, it goes without saying that our 
boards of health should exercise the ut- 
most vigilance. .

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A New Story About the Jail Escape} 


‘Sanday Hight. 
PREACHER EDWARDS TELLS ABOUT 


The Deos pe, and How the Desperate Orim- 
mals Spent the Hours Before Mak- 
ing Their Desperate Break. 


The more the details-of the jail escape 
of Sunday night are inquired into, the 
deeper becomes the sensational interest 
in the affair, albeit the mystery that has 
from the first surrounded it is brought 
no nearer solution. 

Some very startling facte were develop- 
ed yesterday, which show the desperate 
purpose of the daring men who escaped, 
and at the same time proves that the 
loose, careless style of dealing with prison- 
ers as shown in the affair of Sunday night 
is not of periodical occurrence. 

When Gentry went out of the door of 
the jail Sunday night he had a pistol and 
a big knife in his pocket. Miller also had 
a knife in his hand, which was open and 
drawn ready for use. 

That these weapons were in the posses- 
sion of Gentry and Miller, and that they 
had been for some time, seems to have 
been & matter of general knowledge 
among the prisoners. The pistol that 
Gentry carried was the property of Mil- 


ler, and he had had it for nearly two 


months. He handed it to Gentry just be- 
fore the break for liberty was made, 
Preacher Edwards's Story. 
The most sensational, and by far the 
most interesting story of the jail escape 
yet told is related by a negro preacher, 


‘named Edwards, who is confined in the 


jail on a charge of cheating and swin- 
dling, and who saw the escape from start 
to finish. The story told by Edwards is 
corroborated in many of its details by 
other prisoners, and its truthfulness 
seems to be well established. 

Edwards is an old-time negro, and was 
a Methodist preacher before he was put 
in jail some months ago in default of a 
fifty-dollar bond. He was nicknamed 
“Preacher” by the prisoners soon after 
he made his debut in the county prison, 
and the title stuck to him. Preacher's 
pious habits had not entirely deserted 
him, and he found it pretty hard to get 
along easily among the black sheep at the 
jail. Miller, the counterfeiter, conceived 
a hearty dislike for Preacher, and that 
pious individual says he had to keep shy 
of him. He says Miller got drunk one 
day and whipped three negroes in the 
jail, and would have given him a licking 
but for the interference of Wade Saxton. 
That same day Miller had a fight with 
Porter Stocks. Preacher reported the 


disorder to Jailer Mattox, and Miller's 


hatred of him increased. 
What Preacher Saw.

He seemed to 
be surprised that I had not gone to bed 
when he came out, and said he was going 
to bed. He pulled off his clothes and turn- 
ed the light down and laid down on his 
bunk. I went into my ceil, and sat there 
for awhile. He thought I had gone to bed. 
After he had been in bed for about fifteen 
minutes, he got up and dressed himself 
again. I watched , and saw that he 


put on two shirts. He put two neckties | 


in his pockets, and filled his pockets with 
the smaller things he had in his valise. He 
took the blue barreled pistol, which he 
has had for a long time, out of his valise 
and put it in his pocket.

ASBURY'S CAREER, 


The Story of His Crimes tn and About Car 
roliton. 


Carrollton, Ga., January 3.—(Special.)— 
Asbury Gentry's career nas been one of 
crime. 

He was raised near Buchanan, Haralson 
county, and at the age of ufteen ran away 
from his father and went to Texas with an 
older brother. His first work of outlawing 
commenced in Texas, where he and his 
brother stole a dozen horses. The boys 
were overtaken and the older brother hanged 
on the spot, but Asbury, on account of his 
youth, escaped the rope and was sentenced 
to the penitentiary for a term of years. 

Asbury scaled the prison walls and re- 
turned to Buchanan, where he was raised 
aud where his father lives. 

Very soon after his arrival at home As 
bury organized a band of robbers and then 
work commenced. Stores at Buchanan and 
other towns near by were burglarized ‘and 
four horses were stolen from a Buchanan 
livery stable, run off and sold. The gang 
had a rendezvous near Buchanan and signs 
where hundreds of horses had been tethered 
were seen over a lot of land. Horses were 
stolen all over north Georgia and there was 
no clue as to who committed the theft until 
the gentry gang was caught up with. 

In the meantime Buchanan and Carrollton 
had incendiary fires which were traced 
later to the gentry gang. 

The fine horse of J. A. Phudy, of Carroll- 
ton, was stolen, and Sheriff Jim Hewitt, of 
Carroll county, after hard work, caught 
George Gentry, a brother of Asbury, at 
Jasper, Ala., with the horse in his posses- 
sion. This was the first break in the noted 
gang. George gave bail and later he aud 
Asbury stole five horses, a buggy and money 
near Anniston, Ala. The officers ran upon 
the boys near Cedartown, Ga., where they 
had turned the horses loose and were sleep- 
ing in an old field. They were arrested and 
put in Rome jail and after ngerly tearing 
up the jail and severely wounding the sher- 
iff Rae | were chained in the cell.

Larjer, A. P. Stewart and G. E. Hoppie 
on the other. 

Mr. Hoppie, immediately upon assumiiig 
the affairs, secured an issue of bonds for 
tHe purpose of equiping the roa.“ with 
electric stock. 

Mr. Mountain, however, objecting to 
the sale of the bonds for that purpose, 
swore out an injunction against Mr. Hop- 
pie in order to prevent it.

Mr. Mountain contends that the charges 
against him are utterly false, and on that 
assumption he brings suit against Mr.

Yesterday’s Trial. 

The courtroom was crowded with spec- 
tators yesterday morning. It had been 
announced the day before that the trial 
would certainly occur yesterday: 

Several witnesses were éxamined during 
the day, and the trial of the case through- 
out was full of interest. . 

Mr. Hoppie’s Statement. 

Mr. Hoppie was put on the stand at 
11 o’clock. He stated, in justification of 
the charges that he made against Mr. 
Mountain, that ever since the refusal of 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke to grant the in- 
junction that was sworn out against Lim, 
he had been continually annoyed by Mr. 
Mountain. The latter had sought to in- 
jure him in many ways, and aid all man- 
ner of things against him in order to bring 
discredit upon his management. Mr. 
Mountain, for his own part, had not con- 
ducted himself in a very exemplary man- 
ner, and he had freqiently seen him 
drunk. He had, furthermore, during his 
management of the company’s affairs, 
given instruction to Mr. Curtis, un em- 
ploye of the company, not to employ 
southern nren, as they were not only 
incompetent to discharge the duties of the 
company, but were, moreover, dishonest. 

Mr. Mountain had frequently resorted to 
underhanded methods and was guilty of 
trickery in the dischagge of the duties of 
his position.

Revived at Last. 
A REVIEW OF THE ENTIRE AFFAIR 


Judge J. J. Martin, of Atlanta, Was Then 
Sixth Auditor o the Treasury—The 
Amount Was $443,010,60, 


The story of the Chorpenning claim 
which was granted by congress and then re- 
scinded, has again been revived. 

Although the claim remains still unpaid 
it is now in litigation before Judge Lawrence 


in the supreme court of New York. 


It is thought that George Chorpenning is 
now and it is well-known that Post- 
master eral Cresswell, who examined 
the claims of Chorpenning, died some time 
ago. C. G. Megrue, who is said to have 
assisted in holding back the claim, ie dead 


also. 
An Atlanta Man in It. 

Juge J. J. Martin, who was sixth auditor 
of the treasury at that time, 1870, is now 
in Atlanta and after a long political career 
is now special United States court deputy 
of the northern district of Georgia. 

Chorpenuing made a contract in May, 1851, 
for carrying the United States maus trom 
Salt Lake City to California and brought 
the first lot of letters that ever crossed the 
continent. He a disagreement with 
government in 1857, "sma extra services, 
and before it was settled made a contract 
to deliver a weekly mail between Salt Lake 
City and Placerville. By this new contract, 
Chorpenning was obliged to furnish four- 
horse coaches instead of the usual pony 
express. Besides this he had to locate, 
grade, bridge, and to stock the road at his 
own expense. He also had to build houses 
at every twenty miles along the road- 

And it was this road, constructed, opened 
up, by Chorpenning after many fights with 
the Indiaus, that later made the construc- 
tion of the Central Pacific road possible. 

The Origin of the Claim. 


After Cohtractor Chorpenning had com- 
plied with the cputract is was annulled; the 
loss was a heavy one and the unfortunate 
contractor began to look about for some 
means by which he might secure a 28 
tion. He first put in a claim for $1,000,000 
but after a number of attempts to get in 
through he sent in a petition. The petition 
prayed that the matter might be left to the 
examination of the postotlice department, 
— to abide by the judgment rend- 


ered. 

The petition vas approved of by a joint 
resolution of .ongress and the claim was 
placed in the hands of Postmaster Gen- 
eral Cresswell. This was in February, 
1869. After nine nx nths of hard work 
examining and investigating the claims, 
Postmaster Generel Cresswell reported that 
Chorpenning was ‘entRled to $443,010.60, 
and drew his wairant for that sum ou 
Judge J. J. Martin, sixth auditor of the 
treasury. 

One Side of the Story. 


One side of the story is that Chorpenning 
would have received the amount named in 
the report except for the Interference of 
C. G. Megrue, a lobbyist and Senator 
Spencer, of Alabama, Megrue, it appears, 
conceived the idea that Chorpenning might 
be made to pay 89,000 for getting this 
enormous award and promi to divide 
with Spencer. Spencer had the payment 
Bae and the next day Congressman 

had a resolution preventing the pay- 
ment of the claim passed. This ended the 
fate of the award, although Chorpenning 
made several attempts to have it recon- 
sidered but failed each time.
